One large well matured stalk 


of yellow dent corn, with the ear, 
will muke a good feed for an ayv- 
crage hog on a floored pen, Three 
such stalks each day will not only 
support the hog but he will gain 
weight on this feed. If you wish 
to fatten 50 head of hogs it will 


take 50 slulks of yellow dent corn 
three times each day. It is very 
easy to plan and plant your corn 
so as to harvest this amount each 
day and a fairly small patch will 
do the job, This corn should be 
fed just as it is getting too hard 
for table use as the hog will con- 
sume the corn, cob, shuck, fodder 
and stalk if fed at this age, Do 
not use anything except yellow 
dent corn as the stalk has more 
sugar and the corn is better for 
your hogs. Dent corn should be 
the principal feed used in follow- 
ing this system, Your other feed 
will fatten your hogs. Sorghum, 
squash, potato vines, peas, water- 
melons, citrons, sweet potatoes, 
Spanish peanuts and the wastage 
from your kitchen should be fed 
as it is possible for you to feed 
same. Persley is also a mighty 
good feed if fed while it is fresh. 
Skimmed milk will also help won- 
derfully if fed with the other 
foods, 

The man who does his own work 
might try about ten head of hogs} 
next year, but the man who hires 
his work done should try 50 head. 
I suggest that you plan and plant) 
your crops so you will have an 
abundance of all these things and} 
that you use an old darkey and a 
bull yearling to do the feeding. | 
This one darkey could use all his} 
{time gathering feed for your hogs 
end cleaning the pens, Each pen 
should be washed twice each day) 
and that is why I say that this 
plan works better where you have 
a flowing well. It would cost you 
about $30.00 to have these hogs 
fed for 90 days and in that length 
of time they will be as fat as 
| they need to be for the market. 
If you feed a hog on a floored pen 
which 1s kept clean every day he 
will fatten mighty fast. <A clean 
pen, fresh drinking water and lots 
of fresh feed will make your hogs 
hump. Fifty hogs at $10.00 each 
will do a lot teward feeding your 
family for twelve months, At the 
present time a nice 225 pound hog 
will bring you $20.00. A one-horse 
farm will produce enough feed to 
fatten 50 head of hogs as above 
suggested if it is properly planned, 
fertilized and worked. If you put 
your hogs in the field to graze this 
feed it would fatten about 20 head. 
I believe the time is near when 
we shall discontinue putting our 
hogs in the field except to gather 
the waste. If you belong to the

destroyed timber by killing one 
pine in each thicket, hoping that 
the worms would get into this tree 
and spread from it to the other 
trees and kill them, This plan ot 
destruction was followed consist- 
ently and successfully for many 
years, Timber has not been of 


much value to the farmer, except 


for his farm use, up to the pres- 
cnt time But a change is about 
to come over the entire country 


as to our timber rights and values 
and I believe that the farmers 
should be the first to sense this 
change and try to realize the full 
benefit of the change, Our pgov- 
ernment is now setting up timber 
preserves over the entire country 
and much money is to be spent 
in an effort to grow timber for the 
coming generations, All of which 
means that timber is just fixing 
to get valuable, The thing for us 
to do is get into the game early 
and reap some of the benefits of 
this advance, The first thing we 
need to do is to build fire roads 
through our woods so we can stop 
fire and then see to it that not a 
pine is destroyed, If our govern- 
ment can afford to grow timber 
we can do the same thing. We 
know that the price will be suffi- 
eclent for the government to stay 
in the game and we know that we 
can handle our little tracts cheap 


er than the government, Most of 
the farmers In this section sold 
their timber for about one-half 
what it was worth because we 


needed the cash, but since we have 


learned to live without cash we 
should be able to do better the 
next time. TI long to see the day 


when each farmer will place the 
proper value on his timber, will 
guard and protect it at all times 
and will refuse to sell it unless 
the buyer is willing to give him a 
reasonable price for same,

FALSE ECONOMY 


True economy is entirely praise- 
worthy, particularly for those who 
have difficulty in 
meet, but there is a petty sort of 
skimping which is not economy, 
and which is really wasteful in 
the long run. 

Time and effort expended to ef- 
fect the saving of a penny here 
and a nickel there often is a source 
of loss instead of gain. Shopping 
around for an hour in the hope of 
saving a few cents on a trivial 
purchase is one example of this. 
Another is to buy an inferior ar- 
ticle when @ good one would cost 
but a little more. 

The same principle applies in 
business management. To deny 
oneself the use of a reasonable 
amount of up-to-date equipment in 
an effort to curtail expenditures 
is not economy because such equip- 
ment will usually pay for itself 
many times over in time and la- 
bor saving. 

Spending money wisely is one 
of the surest means of making 
more money. Skimping is not al- 
ways economy and stinginess is not 
always thrift. Too many of us are 
“penny wise and pound foolish.” 


MORE OLD PEOPLE NOW 


Gradually the number of old 
persons is increasing, while the 
number of children is decreasing. 
according to Dr. O. B. Baker, a 
government statistician, who de- 
clares that there are now about 
10 per cent fewer children in the 
United States than there were five 
years ago, and about 17 per cent 
more persons over the age of 65. 

It is a well-known fact that the 
nation’s birth rate has been declin- 
ing for more than a century. How- 
ever, the actual number of births 
did not start downward until 1921. 
But this decline has been from 
nearly 3,000,000 births in 1921 to 
around 2,300,000 in 1934.

The 
(water buffalo) is still 
the principal beast of burden, This 
animal plus a two-wheeled cart 
(called the bull cart) constitutes 
the modern method of travel for 
the average family, It is a pain- 
fully slow method but time does 
not mean much to the natives of 
Guam, 

Ir, the matter of cultivation of 
crops, the same principle holds, 
The ever present tools of the na- 
tives are the machete, a knife 
somewhat longer than an ordinary 
butcher knife and much wider at 
the hilt, and a fusino. This fusino 
is a 'ong handled all-purpose im- 
plement of cultivation. Take the 
ordinary garden hoe and straighten 
out the blade and you will have 
a fair conception of what this tool 
looks like. The handle is much 
| longer than that of the hoe, The 
j cutting edge is always very sharp 
and instead of chopping as we do 
with a hoe, the natives push the 
fusino. It is used for cultivation 
of corn, for cutting grass, for dig- 
ging holes and a hundred and one 
other purposes. Take the fusino 
and the machete away from the 
native and he would be at a loss 
for something to work with.

State Department records show 
that more than 400,000 citizens of 
the United States now have resi- 
dence in foreign countries, more 
than half of whom reside in Can- 
ada. 

Among Buropean countries, 
France has the most American cit- 
izens, about 24,000, while Portu- 
gal has the next largest number. 
The urge to get back to nature 
probably accounts for the 114 
Americans now living in the So- 
ciety Islands of the South Pacific, 
Naturally enough, Cuba and Mexi- 
co have attracted the greatest 
number of those who have remoy- 
ed to Latin-America. 

While this large number of 
Americans now live in other coun- 
tries, many of them are not Ameri- 
can-born, but are naturalized citi- 
zens who have returned to their 
native lands. 

And some of the native Ameri- 
cans who now prefer residence 
abroad do not do so entirely from 
choice, but because if they had not 
made a getaway they might now 
be in American prisons.
